§ 1. Nuuibec of Justices; quorum 

Tne Supreme Couct of the United States shall consist of 
a Chief Justice of the United States and eigJit associate 
justices, an/ si* of whom shall constitute a quorum." 

1. This couct will please take note that Supreme Court 
is alwa/s capitalized first letter. 

2. Tnis Court will take notice that "Chief Justice of the 
United States first letter is capitalzed. 

3. This Court will take notice that "eight associate 
justices" is not capitalized. 

4. It is obvious that the United States Supreme Court is 
superior in all wa/s of legal matters as opposed to the "lower 
courts." 

5. Page 489, Title 28 - supra, states: 

§ 2. Terms of court 

"The Supreme Court shall nold at the seat of government 
a term of court commencing on tne first Monda/ in October of 
each /ear and ma/ hold such adjourned or special terms as ma/ 
be necessar/." 
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5 3. vacancy in office of Chief Justice; disability. 
"Whenever the Chief Justice is unable to perform the duties 

of his office oc the office is vacant, his powers and duties 
shall devolve upon the associate justice next in precedence 
who is able to act, until such disability is removed oc another 
Chief Justice is appointed and dul/ qualified." 

6 4. Precedence of associate justices 

"Associate justices shall have precedence according to 
the seniority of their commissions. Justices whose commissions 
bear the same date shall have precedence according to seniority 
in age." 

§ 5. Salaries of justices. 

The Chief Justice and each associate justice shall each 
receive a salarv at annual rates determined under section 225 
of the Federal/ Salar/ Act of 1967 (12 U.S.C. 351-361,, as 
adjusted b/ section 461 of tnis title." 

6. NOTE: , 

"Chief Justice" is capitalized in order to distinguisn 

Supreme Court justices from the Chief Justice. 

7 # This "distinction" is obvious, apparent, and certainly 

distinguished throughout the language of Title 28 - Federal 

CIVIL PROCEDURE and RULES. 

8. The Constitution also distinguishes Chief Justice from 
j use ices of the Supreme Court. 

9. See: Constitution, Article I, Section 3., clause [6] 
"Tne Senate shall have the sole Power to try all Impeachments. 
When sitting for that Purpose, the/ shall be on Oath or 
Affirmation. When the President of the United States is tried, 
che Chief Justice shall preside: And no person shall be convicted 
without tne Concurrence of two thirds of the Members present." 

10. Tnere nas NOT BEEN REPLY from defendant.
